PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  amend  and  vary  the  regulations

parallel  of  latitude  to  the  intersection  of  the  Pars¬ 
nip  River;  thence  north-west  along  the  said  river 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Finlay  River;  thence  north¬ 
west  along  the  Finlay  River  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Fox  River ;  thence  along  the  Fox  River  to  its 
source;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  the 
source  of  the  Kaehika  River;  thence  north-west 
along  the  Kaehika  River  to  the  mouth  of  the  Coal 
River ;  thence  north  along  the  Coal  River  to  the 
60th  parallel  of  latitude;  thence  east  along  the  60th 
parallel  of  latitude  to  point  of  commencement;
